Loss of Life at the Burning 
of a Residence at 
Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 12.—l-athat 
Morris, one of the best known attorneys 
of Indiana, and Frank Haas, the 12-vear- 
old gon of Dr. Joseph Haas, was burned 
to death this morning, and Mrs. Joseph 
Haas. Miss Belle Haas, Miss Rose Haas, 
Louis Haas and Grace Lemon, a govern- 
ess. were injured more or less seriously, 


in a fire which destroyed the resiaence vf. 


Dr. Joseph Haas at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The fire originated in the furnace 
while the family was asleep on the séc- 
ond floor.. From the position of M1. Mor- 
rig’ charred body when found it was 
evident he was endeavoring to get the 
family out'of the rooms when overcome 
by smoke and flames. The firemen suc- 
ceceded in saving the other members of 
the family after heroic work, so sapidly 
did the flames spread. 

The bodies of Frank Haas and tke un 
conscious governess, were found on the 
back stairs. 

Louis Haas broke his leg jumping from 
a second-story window. 

Mr. Morris was. the senior member of 
the well known commercial law ‘firm of 
Morris H. Newoerger and a brother of 
Mrs. Haas. He was born in Califcrnia. 
in 1857, and has practiced here since 18%. 

The injured members of the Haas fam- 
ily are still in a serious condition, though 
it is believed all will recover. Mrs. Haas 
and one of her daughters are suffering, 
and it was feared at first that they had 
inhaled flames. Dr. Haas, one of the 
best known physicians in the city, was 
at Lima, Indiana, visiting his son at tne 
military schoo] there.

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BUFFALO EASTER 
WAS BLOODY ONE 


Falher Shoots at Landlady and 
Kills His Own Boy, 


Has Desperate Fight with Officer Be- 
fore Surrendering — Another 
Man Shoots at Wife and 
Suicides—Suicide of 
Young Woman. 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 12.—A shooting 
affray, in which a 9%-year-old boy was 
killed and a woman mortally wounded, 
& murder, a suicide, and two attempts 
at suicide that may result fatally, occur- 
red in this city tonight. 

Joseph Kwaitowski, 51 years old, a re- 
spected Polish citizen, is locked up at 
police headquarters, accused with shoot- 
ing his landlady and killing his own 9- 
year-old boy. 

For the last four months he has lived 
in rooms at 190 Cert street. The owner 
of the house, Mrs. Tekla Wolinski, her 
husbahd, and their children, occupied the 
rear part of the building. The children of 
the two families were constantly quarrel- 
ing. Tonight Kwaitowski returped home 
and found the children in the usual tur- 
moll. Mrs. Wolinski notified him. that 
he would have to move, whereupon Kwai- 
towski drew a revolver and began fir- 
ing, backing out of the house as he did 
so, Mrs. Wolinski followed the infuriated 
Pole and grappled with him. He pointed 
the revolver at her breast and fired. 
She fell to the ground mortally wounded. 
Kwaitowski fired several more shots, one 
of them striking his 9-yar-old son Peter, 
Killing him instantly. ; 

A large crowd quickly gathered and 

Waitowski retreated into the house, 
locking the doors behind him. Five of- 
ficeers in plain clothes, who were on 
duty in the vicinity, surrounded the 
house. The Pole barricaded the doors 
and began firing out of the windows at 
the officers. The policemen crept up 
alongside the house and endeavored to 
get a shot at the Pole. They fired about 
thirty shots through the windows, but 
failed to hit him. Kwaitowski continued 
to fire until his ammunition was ex- 
hausted, The officers then battered down 
the front door. They found the Pole hid- 
ing in a closet. He gave desperate bat- 
tle with a stiletto before he finally was 
overpowered. 

Shot at Wife~and Suicided. 

George Denning had Ween separated 
from his wife. Today he tried to induce 
her to resume marital relations. She re- 
fused and he shot at her. She féll in a 
faint and believing he had ‘killed her, 
Denning committed suicide. 

Miss Marie Beers, 20 years ol, 
mitted suicide today. 

Bertha Vaughan, 23 years old, 
lowed a dos? of vitriol. 
serious. 

Miss Blanche Murphy, after a quarrel 
with an unknown man, swallowed a quan- 
tity of laudanum.

HOW THEY GOT INFORMATION 


Charges That Certain Men Are Given 
Preference by Department. 
Washington, <April 12:.—Postoffice in- 
spectors engaged in the investigation of 
department affairs will make a careful 
inquiry into the charges that certain 
wagon manufacturers have been given 
preference in advance information about 
the establishment of rural free delivery 
routes. These charges come from a firm 
in Peoria, Ills. A. W. Machen, super- 
intendent of the free delivery bureau, to- 

day said: 

‘*‘We have been very careful in enforc- 
ing a rule in the free delivery division 
that no advance information about the 
establishment of routes shall be given. 
I cannot say what any one of about 135 
men may actually have done in a given 
instance, but I know they all have in- 
structions not to furnish advance in for- 
mation and that they know the giving 
of such information would be under pen- 
alty of dismissal from the service. 

“IT have a list of approximately 300 
names, to whom bulletins are sent when- 
ever it has been decided to establish 
rural free delivery routes. These names 
include newspapers, wagon manufac- 
turers, box manufacturers, guaranty 
companies that are engaged in the busi- 
ness of bonding carriers, and all others 
who signify to the postoffice department 
that they would like to have the earliest 
available information about those new 
routes.”’ 

Mr. Machen added that some firms se- 
cure early information about these routes 
by watching the county papers closely. 
These papers print accounts about the 
visits of rural free delivery inspectors to 
their vicinity and often gather informa- 
tion from congressmen and others about 
prospective routes.

Two Burglars Captured After They 
Dynamited a Safe. 
Longmont, Colo., April 12.—Two men 
dynamited the safe in the postoffice early 
today, but were surprised by citizens be- 
fore they could gather much booty. The 
two men were captured in a lumber yard 
near by and gave their names as George 
Bradley and William Morrison. Officers 
here believe the men may have had 
something to do with the recent holdup 
of a restaurant at Pueblo, when two 
men, patrons of the place, were shot and 


killed.

Head-on Collision of an Ex- 
press with a Freight Train 
Near Halifax, 


Halifax, April 12.—Four persons dead, 
two fatally hurt, at least one missing 
and several others slightly injured, is the 
record of a head-on collision on the In- 
ter-Colonial railway, Which occurred just 
before midnight last night near Windsor 
Junction, 17 miles from Halifax. 

The trains in collision were the Cana- 
dian Pacific express from Montreal and 
Boston for Halifax, amd a fast freight 
from Halifax for Montreal. The con- 


‘ductor and driver of the freight had or- 


ders to take the siding at Windsor Junc- 
tion and let the express pass, but for 
some unknown reason Driver Copeland, 
of the freight, ran past the junction on 
the line and met the express 2 miles be- 
yond. It is thought that Copeland may 
have lost control of his train, which 
was made up of seventy-five cars. The 
freight was running 25 milés an hour, 
and the express, which was two hours 
late, was traveling about 4 miles an 
nour,.

New York, April 12.—Police 
Gorman is at St. Vincent hospital suf- 
fering from severe injuries. These were 
received early today when, in attempting 
to compel a saloon keeper to close’ his 
place, the captain was set on by a crowd 
and beaten. 

Joseph W. Carroll, who burst his way 
into the saloon to rescue the captain, 
will lose an eye as a result of his in- 
juries. 

The captain said tonight: 

“It was after midnight when I passed 
through Bleeker street. I went into the 
saloon and hotel of Louis Tereili and 
ordered a drink. When Terelli served it 
I pulled out my badge, told him who Il 
was, and placed him under arrest for 
violating the excise law. Then he swore 
at me and threw a glass at my face.” 

As soon as the glass had been thrown, 
he continued, thirty or forty men in the 
place rose all together and made at him. 
Somebody locked ail tthe doors, and 
when he managed to edge up to one exit 
he discovered it was shut tight. He ran 
to a window, protecting himself as best 
he could with his billy, and kicked out 
a pane of glass, shouting for assistance 
as loud as he could. By that time ‘he 
had been pummeled and kicked by many 
of the crowd.

EN WIND CAME 


People of Lincoln, Illinois Terror 
Stricken by Storm, 


Several Houses Demolished—At Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Lightning Played All 
Around and Great Volumes of 
Water Fell—No Loss 
of Life Reported. 


Lincoln, Ills., April 12.—Three farm res- 
icences were destroyed, several persons 
were injured and grain and machinery 
were blown away today by a tornado 
which swept over the country east of 
Lincoln. 

The homes of Samuel U. Baldwin, 
Adam Schanauver ana Gustave Knecht 
were wrecked, and the families and ‘vis- 
tors escaped by rushing to the cellars 
on hearing the roar of the approaching 


| storm.

Lives Lost by Tornado. 

Springfield, Ills., April 122.—One death, 
a fatal injury and a score or more of in- 
juries resulted from a tornado that swept 
over Logan, Dewitt and Platt counties 
this afternoon. In the Halsadarzer set- 
tlement, a little farming community 3 
miles from Atwood, Platt county, the 
home of Clifford Halsadarzer was demol- 
ished and after the storm Halsadarzer’s 
infant son was found dead 300 feet from 
the place where the house stdod. 

Mrs. Halsadarzer was hurled across the 
village street and fatally injured. 

Mrs. J. B. Martin’s home was destroyed 
and several guests were panifully in- 
jured. 

Deer Creek, in Logan county, where the 
storm first struck, was swept dry of wa- 
ter. Reports from this district state that 
three houses weré destroyed and a num- 
ber of people more or less injured. Super- 
visor Adam Schanaurer’s handsome resi- 
dence was destroyed. The family of sev- 
eral children and a number of visitors, 
fifteen in all, sought safety in the cellar 
and the house was torn from over them. 

The homes of Samuel Baldwin and Gus 
Knecht were destroyed. -Mrs. Baldwin 
and two farm hands took refuge in a 
smoke house, in which they were hurled 
several hundred .feet and painfully jn- 
jured. 

It is reported that the town of Waynes- 
ville and the Blue Grass district east of 
Atlanta were struck and much damage 
wrought, but communication with these 
points are cut. off. 

Train in the Flood. 

Imperial, I’a., April 12.—Rain began 
falling in torrents this evening and con- 
tinued one hour, accumpunied by a 
vere electrical storm. In a short time 
Montour valley, which point is ver; nar- 
row, was a foaming mass of water, and 
timber from nearby lumber yards filied 
and ‘obstructed it. The tracks of the 
Montour railroad, which run paralic' witi: 
the valley, were carried away in many 
places and. the evening accommodation, 
leaving Corraopolis at 5 p. m., is sup- 
posed to be in the food. Up to a late 
bour tonight the train, which wasloa‘ied 
with passengers, cannot be located, end 
the fear is for the worst. The coal traf- 
fic from the Imperial] disirict:of the 
Pittsburg Coa] Company will be at 4 
standstill for several days, until the rail- 
road can be built over. 

The village was just recovering from 
the fire which a few days ago destroyed 
its business portion. 

Later reports from Imperial say that 
the train which was reported last has 
been found at Montour junction. When 
the track was washed awby the train- 
men decided not to attempt the return 
trip. All of the passengers are safe. 

Alarm at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, April 12.—With terrifying 
swiftness the thunderstorm which came 
out of the west this evening crashed 
over Pittsburg, pouring miniature rivers 
through streets, flooding cellars and in- 
flicting damage that will reach thousands 
of dollars. One man, Iwin T. Wilson, of 
DuBoise, was killed by lightning and 
many buildings were struck. 

The congregation of Christ Methodist 
Episcopal church, in Center avenue, was 
stormbound. The street for blocks was 
flooded. Street car traffic was almost 
entirely suspended in the eastern portions 
of the. city. 

In Wilkinsburg the cloudburst poured 
through the valley. People were driven 
into the second stories of their houses. 
A house in Coal street wus alrffost swept 
from its foundations. Thousands of feet 
of lumber were carried away from a 
Pitt street yard on the Pennsylvania 
railroad. A signal tower of the Pennsy!l- 
vania railroad was struck by lighining 
ana the adjoining passenger station was 
fired. 

Alarm swept through the city that the 
storm would be a repetition of the hurri- 
cane which descended upon Pittsburg on 
Easter day a year ago.

Was for Many Years Editor in Chief 
of The Chattanooga Times. 
Was Native of Ohio and 
Served in Union 
Army. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 12.—Colonel 
John E. MacGowan, the veteran editor 
in chief of The Chattanooga Times, and 
one of the oldest and best-known news- 
paper men in the south, died this after- 
noon about 5 o'clock at his home on 


Missionary Ridge, this city. 

Colonel MacGowan’'s health began to 
fail about two months ago, and an at- 
tack of la grippe brought on a com plica- 
tion of diseases. which caused his death. 
Only yesterday afternoon he was brought 
back from Thomasville, Ga., with the 
hope that his ife might be prolonged by 
the climate to which he was so well ac- 
customed. But he began -sinking Satur- 
day night and continued to grow worse 
until the above mentioned hour. when 
he passed away, surrounded by the im- 
mediate members of his family. 

The death of Colonel MacGowan re- 
moves a man who has been actively en- 
gaged in southern journalism from the 
early reconstruction days. He was born 
on a tarm in Smith township, Columbia 
(now Mahoning) county, Ohio, Septem- 
ber 30, 1831i/ After receiving a grammar 
schoo] education, he attended Mount 
Union and Hiram colleges, but left these 
before graduation., He then studied law 
and taught school. He practiced law 
in Iowa and then in Ohio. At the break- 
ing out of the war he responded to the 
call for yolunteers, and joined company 
B, Twenty-first Ohio. He becanwe a 
Meutenant in this regiment, but retired 
from it at the expiration of his enlist- 
ment. He afterwards reentered the ser- 
vice as captain of the Eleventh Ohio, 
served in the Kentucky and Tennessee 
campaigns, was promoted to be major 
First United States cavalry, then to lieu- 
tenant colonel, finally became colonel of 
the command and was mustered out of 
*he service March 31, having previously 
received a brevet brigadier general's com- 
mission. He then located in Chattanooga 
and has since resided here continuously. 
His newspaper career began in 1872, 
after he had served the city of Chatta- 
nooga in several public capacities. He 
became associate editor of The Chatta- 
nooga Times and subsequently was at- 
tached to The Chattanooga Dispatch and 
The Knoxville Tribune. In 1878 Colonel 
MacGowan returned to The Times, ac- 
cepting service with Adolph 8S. Ochs, 
who is still the proprietor of the paper, 


and from that time up to two months } 


ago, when his health began to fail, he 
was constantly in the harness as editor 
in chief. He was a forceful writer, a 
man who possessed a wonderful knowl- 


work has made its impress not only upon 
Chattanooga, but upon the whole south, 
the interests of which he always defend- 
ed and was ever ready to promote. He 
was the contemporary of those southern 
editors whose work since the war has 
Gone so much to regenerate the south. 

Colonel MacGowan was married to Miss 
Maria M. Johnson, of Stark county, Ohio, 
October 30, 1855. She died several years 
ago. The surviving children of this union 
are Miss Alice MacGowan and Mrs. Grace 
MacGowan Cooke, both of whom are 
prominent in the literary world. 

The funeral will occur tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 ‘eeleek.

Many Legal Hangings But 
No Lynching in Mississippi 
This’ Year. 


Jackson, Miss., April 12.—(Special.)— 
Mississippi is now in the middle of the 
fourth math of the new year, and thus 
far not a single lynching has occurred 
within the state since the year opened. 

The unusual length of the interval 
since an instance of mob violence oc- 
curred has given rise to much specula- 
tion and comment among students of 
crime, and some interesting theories are 
advanced therefor. 

It is asserted by some that the scareity 
of lynchings is due to the plentitude of 
jegal hangings; that the two forms of 
execution act in an antithetical manner 
toward each other, and as one mode in- 
creases the other must decrease. 

The official records apparently support 
this theory, for more death sentences 
have been handed down in the courts of 
Mississippi during the past year than dur- 
ing any two years of the state’s history 
since the war, and the courts have been 
more prompt. in disposing) of cases in- 
volving capital punishment. While, of 
course, there is no telling when or where 
mob violence may break loose, the show- 
ing thus far made for 1903 is one of which 


the law-abiding people of the state are 
justly proud.

FACES MACON 


Aldermen ‘May Provide for 
Compulsory Vaccination 
at Next Meeting. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 
Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
con, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—Com- 
Pulsory vaccination may be thrust upon 
the people of Macon by the board of al- 
dermen next Tuesday night. 

Some weeks ago the Macon Medical So- 
ciety, an association composed, of the 
leading and successful practitioners of 
the city, gave compulsory vaccination an 
interesting and lengthy debate and final- 
ly decided that it was a wise step to take 
by any municipality. 

At that time there were a few cases of 
smallpox at the pest house, more, how- 
ever, by a long mafority than Macon had 
known in many years, and something 
like a scare was the result. The Medical 
Society at one of its regular meetings 
gave the conditions then existing a thor- 
ough investigation, and during the dis- 
cussion the action of the board of health 
in treating. the disease was criticised, 
though not in a combatative manner. 

In disposing of the question the Med- 
ical Society declared itself in favor of 
a complete and thorough vaccination, 
even if that vaccination had to be com- 
pulsory. The action of the society was 
brought to the attention of the board of 
health, and in that body were those who 
concurred with the views of the Macon 
Medical Society. 

The health board made a research of 
statistics and determined: to ask the 
board of aldermen to consider an ordl- 


tion, and, if necessary, make that vacci- 
nation compulsory. The matter will come 
before the board at its regular mecting 
Tuesday night and will probably lead to 
a spirted debate, as there are members 
of the board of aldermen who not only do 
not favor compulsory vaccination, but 
who have declared that they have no 
faith whatever in vaccination at all. 
Maconians who have given the ques- 
tion a consideration are divided, and a 
hard fight may ensue if an effort is made 
to pass a compulsory vaccination law.

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Mann Liquor Bill, 


Saloons Will Be Forced trom Ham- 
lets and Country Districts—High- 
er Licenses Will Increase 


Revenues—J udges Must 
Perform Duties. 


Richmond, Va., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The Mann liquor bill, which has beer 
ingrafted in the general revenue law of 


the state, will, it is believed, work a great ) 


damage in the conduct of the whisky busi- 
ness in Virginia. 

It seems rather itdiaieas that this 

statute is expected both to reduce the 
number of saloons in the state and in- 
crease the revenue derived by the state 
from the saloon business. 

The financial leaders in the senate and 
house have made a calculation to the ef- 
fect that putting the Mann bill into op- 
eration will cut down the number of sa- 
loons in the counties and yillages very 
largely, and yet the revenue to be yield- 
ed by the increase In the tax will, it is 
anticipated, show a gain of something like 


| $75,000 to $100,000, 


The cardinal provision of the Mann 
amendment to the revenue law is. that 
where a person desires to make applica- 
tion for a license tq sell whisky he must 
first secure the signature of a majority of 
the voters of the magisterial district in 
which the saloon is to be located. The 
law does not apply to cities and towns of 
over 600 inhabitants, or to watering places 
and summer resorts. 

The state license ig increased from $10 
and $200, as at present, to $175 and $350, 
and the tax on members of social clubs is 
increased from $1 to $2 where the mem- 
bership does not exceed 17%, which would 
make the tax the same as that paid by 
the largér saloons. It is estimated that 
there are 2,000 saloons in Virginia. Of 
these, 900 are in the cities and 1,100 in 
counties and towns. Of the latter num- 
ber, 3,300 aré in towns of over 500 inhab- 
itants, or at summer resorts. The tem- 
perance people are sanguine that prac- 
tically all of the seven or eight hundred 
that the ‘hill affeats directly will be 
closed, and it is their declared purpose 
to see that the Jaw is giyen a fair test 
and properly enforced. 

It is believed that the increase in tax 
will also cause a number of saloons to 
close, but the larger ones, on which the 
tax is to be doubled, are the ones which 
will, in the main, pay the revenue to the 
state. 

‘No Option for Judges. 

Another interesting provision put in the 
revenue law in reference to the Hquor 
business and not embraced in the orig- 
inal bill is the amendment of Mr. Folkes, 
making it mandatory upon judges to re- 
voke the license of any person convicted 
of selling liquor on Sunday, or to minors, 
and subjecting the offender to fine and 
imprisonment. Under the present law, 
it is optional with the judge whether or 
not licenses shall be revoked in such 
cases. 

The incorporation of the Mann bill in 
the revenue law is one of the most 
striking instances of the power of public 
sentiment seen in Virginia in recent 
years When ‘the bill was introduced 
there seemed little chance of its pass- 
age, as the liquor dealers have a’ strong 
state organization and have always exer- 
cised great influence in all political miat- 
ters. However, the Anti-Saloon League 
instftuted a most vigorous campaign, and 
eirculated in every county and city of 
the commonwealth petitions praying the 
passage of the Mann bill. These were 
signed in large numbers and soon began 
coming to the capitol by the basketfuls. 

Tt is probable that the petitions on this 
subjest received by members of the sen- 
ate and houge would make two or thrée 
dray ioads. ‘The people also began to 
write to their representatives and as 
member after member went home he 
found that the people were becoming 
thoroughly aroused on rhe liquor ques- 
tion. The result was the ultimate pass- 
age of the bill by strong majorities in 
both branches. 

In the opinion of many the adoption 
of the Mann bill makeg to the advocates 
of temperance a concession which will 
avoid a great political battle which would 
have come within the next year or two 
on this issue in which the people at large 
seem to be interested, as they neyer have 
been before.

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DIES SUDDENLY 


Prominent Lawyer Suc- 
cumbed Yesterday Morn- 
ing to Apoplexy. 


Hon. Wellborn M. Bray, a prominent 
lawyer, distinguished educator, and plon- 
eer citizen of Atlanta, died suddenly of 
apoplexy about 6 a. m. yesterday at his 
residence, 44 Walton street. Captain Bray 
received an apoplectic stroke Saturday 
night about 11 o'clock while sitting on his 
front veranda, and never regained con- 
sciousness. Prior to being stricken he ap- 
peared to be in good health and spirits 
and had been out calling Saturday night. 


ago near Panola, in Henry (now Rock- 
dale) county. His father, Rev. Banister 
R. Bray, was a distinguished minister of 
the Methodist Protestant church, and be- 
came one of the earliest and wealthiest 
citizens of Atlanta. His mother was Nan- 
cy Mitchell, a member of an old family 
prominent in the annals of Georgia. 

‘a\ptain Bray was educated at the Unl!- 
versity of Georgia and Emory college and 
was an alumnus of the latter institution. 
He became a man of deep learning and 
was very widely read. He entered upon 
the practice of law at Calhoun, Ga., and 
rapidly won success and was widely 
known as an orator of ability. The peo- 
Dle of Gordon county chose him as their 
representative in the secession conven- 
tion and he participated in the delibera- 
tions of that famous body. Captain Bray 
wag an intrepid confederate soldier, serv- 
ing four years in the field as captain of 
& battery of artillery. After the war he 
became an educator and conducted a 
schoo! for boys in Atlanta, in which many 
prominent citizens were educated, 

As an Educator. 

When the public school system was in- 
augurated he became principal of Ivy 
Street school, but resigned in 1874 to re- 
enter the practice of law. He achieved 
Succegs particularly as an eloqgent crim- 
inal advocate and was engaged in many 
celebrated cases. He won reputation es- 
pecially in the defense in the famous 
Sam Hill case. From 1886 to 188 he 
represented Fulton county in the general 
assembly. From 1887 to 1897 he was a 
member of the board of education of 
Atlanta. To the duties of this position 
he rendered for many years such con- 
Stant and unselfish devotion that his 
principal fame rests upon his educational 
work. He was universally loved by the 
schco] teachers, and among them espe- 
cially will his death be mourned. 

Captain Bray married Miss Lizzie Buf- 
fington. She died in *°876. 
children. He never married again. His 
nearest relative is a half brother, Ban- 
ister Bray, of Gordon county. His ma- 
ternal relatives in Atlanta embrace a 
very numerous family connection. among 
them being Mrs. E. J. Roach, Russell C. 
Mitchell, I. 8S. Mitchell, Mrs. F. P. Rice, 
Miss Nena Mitchell,. Eugene Mitchell, 
Charles B. Mitchell, Gordon Mitchell and 
many others. Captain Brag was a de- 
voted member of Atlanta camp of Con- 
fegerate Veterans and in accordance with 
his wishes, expressed during life, his 
funeral services will be under the auspices 
of the veterans.

SLOVAK-AMERICANS. 


Why Wouldn’t They Make Ideal 
American Jurymen? 

In an article on “The Slovak and the 
Pole in America” in The Outlook (March 
magazine number), Dr. Edward A. Stein- 
er thus describes the life of the Slovak 
immigrant: 

He knows his camp, his mine, his shop, 
and though he lives in America and in 
the most busy states in the union, his 
world now is not much bigger than it 
was when its horizon touched his village 
pastures. 4s yet he is not a factor polit- 
ically, though the political “‘boss’’ finds 
him the best kind of material, for he is 
bought and sold without knowing it, and 
votes for he knows not whom. 

At Braddock, Pa., it was told me that 
he is sold first to the democrats and then 
to the. republicans, and afterwards is 
naive enough to come back to the demo- 
erats and tell of his bargain, willing to 
be bought back into his political family. 
Like almost all foreigners, he is a demo- 
crat by instinct or by association. one 
scarcely knows which, although he is 
usually anyting that a drink of liquor 

akes him. 

"T asked one in his political faith, “Are 
vou a democrat?” “No, me Catholic— 
Greek, * not Russian,” was the reply. 
“what are your politics??7’ I asked a 
number. “Siovak,” was the invariable 
answer. Not 2 per cent of those inter- 
viewed knew the name of our president, 
not 2 per cent the name of the governor 
of the state in which they were resid- 
ing. The Slovak does not know the 
meaning of the word citizen, and the lim- 
ited franchise in Hungary is exercised 
for him by those wiser than himself; he 
is just force and muscle, with all the 
roots of his heart in the little village 
across the sea, and with his brain wher- 
ever the stronger brain leads him. As 
a rule, he ddées not plan to remain in this 
country, and I doubt whether the num- 
ber of those who expect to do so ex- 
ceedg 6 per cent.

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Governor Jelks on Concealed Weapons 
In his recent message to the Ala- 
bama legislature Governor Jelks took 
occasion t> make some timely and 
pointed observations about the too 
prevalent practice. of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and it must be re- 
luctantly admitted that his remarks 
apply with equal force to Georgia and 
other southern states. 

Governor Jelks does not appear to 
believe that the crime of carrying con- 
cealed weapons is on the decrease in 
Alabama. He says on this point: 

“AS we progress in other respects, 
the thoughtful and law-abiding have 
looked forward to a day when the car- 
rier of a deadly weapon would meet a 
public opinion ready to consign him 
to a year or more in the state peni- 
tentiary. As it is, if he has money, 
he can pay out in any county in the 
State except one. All honor to that 
county and to the righteous judge; 
though it may be said that he would 
not probably be so successful if a jury 
sat in his court. The average jury is 
not yet ready to have the embryo 
murderer dig coal or raise cotton for 
the state.” 

There is, unfortunately, truth in 
what the governor of Alabama says— 
it is too easy for this class of offend- 
ers to escape punishment by paying a 
small fine. If people were made. to 
understand that real punishment 
would be inflicted for this offense, 
we might rest assured that very few 
men, indeed, would make a practice 
of carrying weapons. 

The practice can be very easily 
stopped, or, at least, lessened to a 
very marked degree, by imposing fines 
that mean something—instead of $50, 
say $500—or, in certain cases, by im- 
prisonment alone. 

Governor Jelks is to be commended 
for refusing to exercise executive 
clemency in such cases. He asserts 
that since he has been governor, a 
year and a half, he says he has not 
in any case relieved a man of the 
fine imposed, “although frequently 
urged to do so, and in some cases in 
which there was apparent merit.” 

Whenever the constituted authori- 
ties begin to show that they “mean 
business,” we will begin to see an end 
to this unnecessary practice of going 
armed. It is not only unnecessary, 
but it is, on the face of it, an admis- 
sion of fear.

The Sultan’s Delicate Task. 

The dispatches from abroad report 
humerous engagements between the 
Macedonian insurgents and the troops 
of the sultan, and the long predicted 
general uprising in the Balkans has 
already assumed ominous shape. The 
conflicts, thus far, have been of minor 
importance, but their ferocious nature 
presages a species of warfare that 
verges close on massacre, if once the 
Macedonians decide to resist the 
power of the porte as one man. 

The phase of the Balkan disorders 
most troublesome to Buropean diplo- 
macy is the disaffection of the Albani- 
ans. These flerce highlanders, who 
Tirive on governmental anarchy and 
racial dissensions, are naturally op- 
posed to the reform programme forced 
upon the sultan by the powers, and 
there can be no doubt that the sultan 
is extremely loth to try to reform the 
Albanians. While Macedonia is more 
directly concerned in the proposed re- 
forms, Albania is interested more es- 
pecially because the policing of Mac- 
edonia is largely done by Albanian 
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| will be eliminated. But, in this mat- 


| Albanians are said to constitute the 


ropean concert is executed by the. 
porte, the Albanian patrols will be re- 
placed throughout Macedonia by 
Christians, the Albanians being follow- 
ers of Mohammed. These Moham- 
medan guards, who plunder and mal 
treat instead of protect, have had no 
little to do with the discontent in 
Macedonia, and if tney are taken 
away a vital element of disturbance 


ter, the sultan is between the devil 
and the deep sea. He fears the wild’ 
Albanians scarcely less than he fears 
the powers. To add to his personal 
danger, his body guard is composed 
of these Albanian cut-throats, and the 


flower of the Turkish army. 

Russia and Austria will insist that 
the reforms be undertaken in good 
faith, though by leaving the porte free 
to suppress insurrection in his own 
.arbaric way they will make them- 
selves culpable for any Turkish out- 
rage that is apt soon to shock Chris- 
tendom.. The attitude of Russia is 
shown by a statement in the Russian 
press from M. Zinovieff, the ambas- 
sador at Constantinople, who, after 
commending the action of the Turkish 


troops in Macedonia, continues: 

Turkey is solemnly bound to carry out 
the reform mandate of Russia and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and on our part we are 
pledged not to spill a-drop of blood for 
the salvation of the Macedonian malcon- 
tents. Turkey will have the right to sup- 
press any insurrection in her own way. 
In regard to Albania the porte does not, 
naturally, desire to make open enemies of 
the wild and lawless Albanians, but the 
Sultan is doing all in his power to recon- 
cile the Albanian leaders with the re- 
form scheme. To this end he has dis- 
patched from Constantinople to Ipek and 
Kossovo such influential Albanian chiefs 
as Bachri Pasha, Risa Bey, Buschra Bey, 
Bairamama. Bey and Numian Effendi, 
who will no doubt succeed in persuading 
their compatriots to accept the new order 
of things in Macedonia and Old Servia. 

There is such a fellowship of brigan- 
dage between Abdil and the Albanian 
outlaws that he will likely be able ‘9 
placate them by bribing their chiefs 
and providing other fields than Mac- 
cedonia for their martial prowess. If 
he succeeds, the Macedonian commit- 
tee will hardly be able to set on every 
peak of the Balkans the beacon of 
revolution.

Darkest Pennsylvania Again. 

The latest manifestation of the boo- 
dle domination of Pennsylvania is the 
passage of a bill in the upper house 
of the state legislature, and its immi- 
nent passage in the lower house, mak- 
ing it incumbent upon mewspapers 
published in Pennsylvania to print 
conspicuously on the editorial page 
in every issue the names of the owner 
or owners, publisher and managing ed- 
itor, and, if owned by a corporation, 
the names of the officers thereof. This 
is a provision of a stringent libel law 
directed against the press, and its 
purpose is to so harry and intimidate 
the newspapers of the state that they 
will be afraid to expose the rascality 
of the political grafters, from Quay 
down, who are up to their chins in a 
Saturnalia of corruption in the Key- 
stone State. As the boodlers are no 
where more thoroughly intrenched 
than in the local courts, it would fol- 
low that a paper bold enough to call 
a thief a thief would soon be bank- 
rupted under the new libel law. Nat- 
urally the newspapers of Pennsylvania 
are making the best opposition of 
which they are capable to the infa- 
mous measure, but its passage by the 
senate by a vote of 30 to 10 indicates 
the corrupt nature of the legislature’s 
composition. 

Undoubtedly this bill is a brazen 
effort to muzzle the press of Pennsyl- 
vania in the interest of continued po- 
litical knavery, and it is being roundly 
denounced as such by the newspapers 
of the state, with little reference to 
their party affiliations. It is said that 
orders have been issued by the bosses 
—as if there were more bosses than 
Quay'!—to railroad the libel bill 
through, and in proof of this it is 
charged that United States Senator 
Penrose is in Harrisburg lobbying for 
the measure. 

Evidences accumulate that Pennsyl- 
vania is hopelessly lost from the 
standpoint of decency in governmental 
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progressive states of the Am 
union. 
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. New York Is Tired of It. 

And still they come—the man and 
the bull dog. Almost any day or 
night you can see a dozen or so chains 
roving around the streets, with a man 
at one end and a bull dog at the 
other. 

There is, as yet, no law against it | 
—and the dog, perhaps, thinks it is his 
duty to go out with the man and look 
after him. 

But maybe the council will enact an 
ordinance on this subject before long. 
Public sentiment, at least,.is working 
to that end. People who have chil- 
dren are not disposed to see them ex- 
posed to such dangers when the trou- 
ble could be vefy easily avoided. 

Perhaps the authorities will yet 
wake up to the importance of afford- 
ing some protection against these vi- 
cious brutes and their senseless own- 
ers. Other cities are paying some at- 
tention to the matter. They have 
learned from experience. 

New York city has been having a 
regular epidemic of accidents of this 
nature—tragedies, they might proper- 
ly be called. According to The New 
York World, which has given the mat- 
ter due consideration, ninety-four per- 
sons have been attacked since Janu- 
ary 1. But New York has called a 
halt, and an ordinance is now before 
the board of aldermen of that city 
looking to the protection of the peo- 
ple. 

So serious has the matter become in 
New York that the Citizens’ Union of 
the twentieth assembly district recent- 
ly passed the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That we urge the honor- 
able board of aldermen of Greater 
New York to at once pass an ordi- 
nance for the muzzling and control of 
dogs in Greater New York for the re- 
lief of the public in general, for we 
are of the opinion when the warm 
weather sets in attacks by dogs will 
certainly become more numerous, and 
stringent measures must be taken to 
prevent the same.” 

This has been followed by the intro- 
duction of an ordinance which pro- 
vides that “hereafter it shall be un- 
lawful to permit any dog to go abroad 
loose or at large in any of the streets, 
highways, parks or public places in 
the borough of Manhattan unless such 
dog shall be securely muzzled so that 
it. shall be impossible for it to bite, 
tear or otherwise wound with the teeth 
any human being or any other ani- 
mal.” 

It may be said at once that to keep 
dogs constantly muzzled would be in- 
humane treatment. So it might be— 
but this may be avoided by keeping 
them in the owners’ yard. And this 
is where they should be kept, for a 
dog rarely gives pleasure or protec- 
tion to any one besides *the owner. 
and in the case of a vicious bull dog, 
such as we see on the streets of At- 
lanta every day, he is usually an an- 
noyance or a menace to every one ex- 
cept his owner.

“I’ve come to arrange for the building 
of the big wall at the prison,” he sald 
yesterday, ‘and will probably be in the 
city some days. | 

“For the next four or five years there 
will be a lot of work going on at the 
prison, but much of it will have to wait 
until the wall is completed. However, ~~ 
the prisoners confined out there can be 
kept employed for a long time to come, ¥! 
for besides the wall there is a a 
laundry and numerous othér ow © 
go up. a 
“The wall will enclose a space of about —~ 
15 acres, only a very small portion of bee 
the land owned by the government at 
the prison site. It will be, I think, some- 
thing like 28 feet high and from 21-2 to & 
feet thick and of solid masonry. 

“A great many prison walls have 
watch towers on them where sentries are 
stationed, but it is my idea to have the 
wall at this prison so high that watch 
towers and sentries will not be needed. I 
am going to discuss this, as well as the 
other features of the structure, with War- 
den Hawk before finally deciding about 
all the details.

Millions of Dollars To Be Put Into Great Structures 
in the Next Two Years--Outline of the 


Important Work To Be Done. 


HERE is in progress and in prospect 
T* Atlanta a. series of substantial 
and magnificent structures to an ex- 
‘pnt such as this city has never known 
pefore. NO than a dozen costly 
groctures involving the expenditure of 
gnywhere from $25,000 to $1,000,000 are 
qither deing built or are in contempla- 
» ton and will have been completed within 
«the next two years. 
The total cost of these structures, and 
they do not include the ordinary build- 
| fog of residences and small stores, which 
gmounts in itself to a considerable sum 
- uring the course of a year, will be 
gomewhere in the neighborhood of $4,000,- 
(m0. Including the building that is always 
going on from month to month, and 
which might be called the ordinary rou- 
tine of construction, there is no doubt 
i that the amount of money to be spent 
in Atlanta in the next two years in 
trick, mortar, lumber, labor and the 
other constituent materials and elements 
will be somewhere between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000. 
Such an addition as this to the city's 
property means, from the very nature 
of the construction to be done, a pro- 
portionate increase in Atlanta’s com- 
merce and business. These buildings in- 
clude depots, ferminals, stores, office 
' buildings and a postoffice, which mean 
extensive addition to the city’s business 
' and the force of employees; hotels and 
apartment houses to furnigh accommoda- 
tions for the increased population, and 
new churches to provide for their spir- 
ftual welfare. 
In this brief resume of the important 
tulliding in Atlanta, now going on or 
to be done, the proposed Presbyterian 
gniversity is not, taken into account be- 
eause it is not yet assured. But Atlanta 
has reasonable hopes of securing it, and 
its coming means another $1,000,000 added 
to the city’s property, besides the com- 
ing of an extensive student body and 
all that carries with it. 
Work Now in Progress. 

Upon some of these structures work 
fs now in progress, the building of oth- 
ers will be contracted for within the 
next few days, while still others, though 
now assured, will not be begun for séev- 
eral months. Among the former may be 
mentioned the new sky-scraper which, 
with its sixteen stories; will overtop 
anything of the kind now above ground 
in Atlanta, and the construction of which 
has already begun at Peachtree and 
Marietta streets. This will be an office 
building, while the ground floor will be 
occupied by the Fourth national bank, 


-and its construction will involve an out- 
lay of something like half a million

In the same block work is well in 
progress on the Emery-Steiner building, 
mbich will be a handsome addition to 
the viaduct structures, and an interest- 
ing and important feature of which will 
be the wide walk connecting the White- 
ball street viaduct and Broad _ street 
bridge. Adjoining the Fourth national 
building on Marietta street will be a 
‘bandsome three-story structure put up 
‘for M. R. Berry, part of which will be 
cccupied by Jacobs’ drug store. Plans 
for this structure have been completed 
by Architect W. F. Denny, and under the 
contract it must be completed by Au- 
gust 1. 

Two Splendid Edifices. 

Two magnificent churches are now in 
process of construction and others are 
in contemplation and will soon be built. 
Work is going on on the north side Epis- 
copal church on Peachtree street, and 
the foundations for the new First Meth- 
dist on Peachtree, opposite Forrest aveé- 
hue, have already been laid. This will be 
_%e of Atlanta’s most imposing church 
edifices. The First Baptist church con- 
€regation will build a new centrally lo- 
cated church on Peachtree street as soon 
as their property is turned over to the 
government as a part of the new post- 
Office site. This church will cost about 
0,00.

And then Atlanta’s pr will be her 
new postoffice building, which will oc- 
cupy the First Baptist church block and 
which will cost not less than $1,000,000, 
drape 9g more. Congressman Livingston 
as already expressed the opinion that a 
million-dollar building will not be ade- 
quate to the ‘needs of Atlanta some 
twenty or more years hence, and as it is 
the intention of the government to pro- 
vide for the future, tt may be that con- 
Siderably more than that amount will be 
appropriated for the purpose at the next 
Session of congress when the matter 
comes up. At any rate, the new govern- 
ment building will be, perhaps, the most 
magnificent in the south, and will cer- 
prove one of Atlanta's most attrac- 
tive features. The building of the post- 
Office on the First Baptist church block 
means not only a new Baptist church on 
Peachtree street, but investments in land 
and buildings elsewhere by the other prop- 
erty owners on the block. 


The Apartment Houses. 


And Nast, byt not least, apartment 
houses, boarding houses and hotels will 
help to make room for many who will 
come here as the result of these extensive 
improvements and investménts. The Ven- 
dome Building Company has had plans 
prepared, as presented in The Constitu- 
tion some days ago, for a $300,000 apart- 
ment house on Peachtree .street on the 
site of the old Leyden house. This will 
be a ten-story building and such a one 
as will undoubtedly fill a long felt want 
in Atlanta. Architect Denny has also 
just completed plans for a $26,000 apart- 
ment house on Carnegie place next to the 
Carnegie library for J. lL. Riley. This 
will be a three-story structure and will 
be built at once. The Piedmont hotel 
is contemplating an annex to its present 
structure, which will make a handsome 
addition of one of Atlanta’s most attrac- 
tive buildings. 

It is intended here Only to give a gen- 
eral summary of the more extensive 
building that is in progress now or that 
will be completed in Atlanta in the course 
of the next two years. It would be al- 
most impossible to enumerate the minor 
and less important structures that will 
be completed within that time. It has 
already been estimated that the building 
for the present year in Atlarita will in- 
volve an expenditure of more than $2,500, - 
000, and this does not include the post- 
Office, the Lonisville and Nashville ter- 
minals and others of the more expensive 
structures which may be begun during 
the year. It would seem a safe and con- 
Servative estimate, theréfore, to put the 
value of buildings to be constructed in 
Atlanta during the next two years at 
not less than $6,000,000. It would seem 
it will not be very long before Atlanta 
will have to find some term with a 
wider meaning than “metropolitan,” to 
express the status of local conditions.

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PARASITE IN CUBA 


Schwarlz Returns to Washington 
from Cuba

Investigations Recently Made in 
Mexico and Cuba—Cotton Boll 
Weevil Found in Cuba, but 
No Parasite Which 
Will Destroy It.

Washington, April 12.—(Special.)—E. A. 
Schwarz has just returned to Washing- 
ton ‘from Cuba, where he went for the 
department of agriculture to make an 
investigation of the cotton lands and of 
the depredations of the cotton boll wea- 
vil, The especial purpose of his visit 
was the desire to find, if possible, some 
parasite which will destroy this pest so 
fatal to cotton. He failed to find any 
such parasite. He found instead that the 
weavi! exists pretty generally through- 
out Cuba and that the cotton possi- 
bilities of the island are, naturally, very 
much injured by its existence. 

The department of agriculture has been 
devoting a great deal of attention to the 
cotton boll weavil in the hope that some 
means of ridding the cotton lands of it 
may be found. Investigations have been 
made throughout Mexico and, as stated, 
in Ouba, but without favorable results. 
So far no parasite to destroy the boll 
weavil his been discovered. 

Coming Gradually Eastward. 

THe reports to the department show 
that the territory ofits operations in 
the southwest is extentiing year by year, 
the advance being at the rate of ap- 
proximately 75 miles each year. With 
its present progress, the pest can be ex- 
pected to reach the Mississippi valley in 
a couple of years. Dr. Howard, chief 
entomologist of the department of agri- 
culture, says that unless something is 
found to prevent, the pest will spread 
throughout ‘the entire cotton section with- 
in the next two decates, 

Experiments being made in Texas lead 
the experts of the department to be- 
lieve that a good deal can be done by 
praper planting. They advise early 
planting, and that the planting be on 
the wide-apart plan. If the crop gets an 
early start it will get beyond the worms 
which have been hibernating. 

Some of the planters of the Mississippi 
valley have pointed out that early plant- 
ing is not possible there for the reason 
that the planters have to hold back for 
fear of the floods. Dr. Howard is of 
the opinion that the floods drown out the 
worms that have been hibernating dur- 
ing the winter. Planters are advised to 
clean up the ground thoroughly after 
the crop _has been harvested. By burn- 
ing up everything that is left after the 
crop was harvested, it is believed in 
most cases the worms will be destroyed. 

While all of these plans have proved 
beneficial, none has proved sufficient to 
kill off the pest altogether. The ex- 


perts of the department feel that they 
have a great problem on their hands 


and that they are practically no nearer 


solution than they have been. 
A Plaint from Massachusetts. 

President Roosevelt has received a pro- 
test from a young Boston girl to the ac- 
tion of Secretary of the Navy Moody in 
sending to the Philippines all of the “‘nice 
young men,”’ who, she claims, should be 
allowed to remain at home so that they 
could follow the advice of the president 
and marry.

“Dear President Roosevelt: I have 
been very much interested in the subject 
you and Dr. Eliot, of Harvard college, 
have aroused about the Americans not 
marrying. The reason I am not married 
is because I have not been asked, and 
there are a number of other young la- 
dies in Massachusetts that have not been, 
either. 

“My sister and cousin Kate think Sec- 
retary Moody is greatly responsible for 
their not being married, as he orders all 
the nice young men to the Philippines, 
and the girls think it would be only 
fair for him to give free transportation 
for them. to follow. Sincerely your 
friends, _’? 


NEW WARRANTS 
AWAITING THEM 


If Federal Court Acquits Al- 
leged Robbers State Will 
Push Cases, 


Charleston, 8. C., April 12.—(Special.)— 
In the event that two of the prisoners 
now on trial here for postoffice robbery 
are acquitted by the United States court 
they will be rearrested, as Sheriff Mar- 
tin has warrants against them. 

The nature of the charges has not been 
made public, and the fact has not been 
published locally, so as not to prejudice 


the jury. The case has been in progress 
since Friday morning, and there are a 
score or more witnesses to be examined 
tomorrow and Tuesday. 

Thus far the government has proven 
that a number of postoffice safes were 
blown open with dynamite, and the claim 
is made that it was the work of pro- 
fessionals. Witnesses have identified 
William McKinley and Ed. Duggan par- 
ticularly as the men seen around va- 
rous towns just before the crimes were 
committed. [In nearly every instance 
where a postoffice was robbed the bur- 
giars first made a haul on blacksmith 
shops, from which they secured tools to 
be used in wrecking vaults.

STAGNANT WATER 
FILLS BASEMENT 


Police Barracks Has a Dan- 
gerous and Troublesome 
Lake, 


The police board will meet tomorrow 
night in regular monthly session. The 
reports of the chief and captains will 
Show that the force is in fine working 
order and the discipline never better. 

The board will have little to do toward 
directing police affairs, but it will have 
an important task on hand if it again 
takes up the lake in the basement of the 
barracks. The basement is now half 
full of stagnant water, breeding typhoid 
fever germs and damaging city property 
worth at least $3,000. 

For two or three years past the board 
has tried to do something to keep the 
water out of the basement, but its plans 
have failed. Engineers have been con- 
sulted all to no purpose. 

The barracks were built in a valley 
and directly under it is a large spring 
of water which flows jnto the basement, 
no matter how well it is cemented. As 
the basement is lower than the street 
sewer it is impossible to drain the place. 
Pumps have been used and are still used, 
but to keep a pump going day and night 
would entail a heavy expense. 

In the basement is a large boiler which 
was used for heating the building. It is 
now several feet under water and fast 
going to ruin. 

Attaches at the barracks have been 
made ill from the stagnant water and 
there will be more sickness from the 
same source this summer if something 
is not done to keep the basement dry. 

The police board thinks it is the duty 
of the committee on public buildings and 
grounds of the city council to secure an 
appropriation to protect the basement 
from water and to save the city’s prop- 
erty. It has been estimated that it will 
cost about $400 to save the boiler by ele- 
vating it above high water mark, but 
the basement would still be a lake, caus- 
ing sickness with its bad odors and fe- 
ver germs. 

The matter may come up before the 
board tomorrow night and some definite 
action will probably be taken.

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MERCER DECISION 


Politicians in Washington En- 
gaged in Speculation 


Possibility That It May Array Capi- 
tal Against Roosevelt—Moneyed 
Interests in Republican 
Party Are Against 
President.

Washington, April 12.—(Special.)—The 
possible effects, politically, of the merger 
decision which has created such a stir 
in the industrial world are being Cis- 
cussed very prominently by politicians of 
both parties here in Washington. While 
nobody will be satisfied until the prin- 
ciples involved in this case are passed 
upon by the supreme court of the United 
States, there is a general disposition to 
believe that the action of the circuit court 
of appeals may be taken as fairly in- 
dicative of the final decision of the high- 
est court. 

The first credit for the success of the 
case brought by the government is given, 
by those who understand the history of 
the proceedings, to Attorney General 
Knox—and that is where it belongs. 
While President Roosevelt was prcach- 
ing the necessity of an amendment tw the 
constitution in order to pave the way 
‘or legislation which would recognize the 
“new relationship between capital and 
the government,’’ which he was pro- 
claiming in his speeches, Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox took the position that the laws 
upon the statute books were sufficient to 
cure some of the most flagrant evils 
which had grown up as @ part of <..e 
trust system, and that the favit in the 
past had been largely due to lack of 
ageressiveness on the part of the of- 
ficials of the department of justice. In 
his speech at Pittsburg, Attofney Gen- 
eral Knox took this position and his 
prosecution of the case against the Worth- 
ern Securities Company was in line with 
his declaration in that speech. It is well 
known here that President Roosevelt had 
no part whatsoever in shaping this case 
until after Attorney General Knox had 
drawn his bills and had made his case 
complete. 

The credit for the success of the gov- 
ernment's case belongs, therefore, to the 
attorney general rather than to the 
president. However, it is the president, 
and he glone, who will be affected by it, 
politically. 

Will Be Given Credit. 

There can be no question that if the 
decision of the lower court is sustained 
by the supreme court, the administration 
will be given credit by the people at 
large for an earnest effort to check a 
great railway trust formed for the pur- 
pose of stifling competition; and if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is the nominee of his 
party in the presidential campaign, the 
credit thus given to his administration 
will prove an important factor in the 
contest. When the democrats point te 
the great growth in the number of trusts 
during the republican administrations 
since 189, the repubUcan spellbinders and 
organs will be able to cite this case as 
evidence of the administration desire tc 
eurb the trusts. It might just as well 
be acknowledged that this will prove 
pretty effective argument. 

While that is the first, and perhaps the 
most apparent, effect of this merger de- 
cision viewed: from a political standpoint, 
another phase of it is receiving consid- 
eration in political circles. This is its 
possible bearing upon the president's 
chances to receive the republican nomi- 
nation. 

The decision is directly against some of 
the strongest interests which have in the 
past supported the republican party and 
which have played a most important part 
in shaping republican action. 

May Be Far-Reaching. 

No man is yet able to say how far- 
reaching this decision may be. Coun- 
sel for the securities company maintained, 
in their argument, that if the contention 
of the government were sustained in this 
particular case, it would be a blow at 
all of the great industrial combinations 
engaged in interstate commerce; not only 
railway combinations which could, by any 
possibility, be construed as controlling 
competing lines, but combinations in in- 
dustrials like the United Steel Corpora- 
tion whose products enters into inter- 
state commerce. The government took 
the position that this contention should 
not be considered by the court because 
none of those other organizations were 
directly involved. The attorneys repre- 
senting the government contended that 
this sort of argument was advanced with 
the idea of terrorizing the court and that 
it should not be considered by the judges. 
Evidently these gentlemen did not per- 
mit themselves to be influenced by it. 

There is no question, however, that 
the capitalists interested in all the great 
industrial securities are very much con- 
cerned over the scope of this decision. 
They are very glad that, since it was to 
come, it came just when it did. The re- 
cess in the exchanges in recognition of 
Good Friday gave them a breathing speli. 
Otherwise there might have been very 
bad breaks in stocks all along the line. 


They Hold Roosevelt Responsible. 


Just as President Roosevelt will receive 
credit for this decision on the one hand, 
so will he be criticised for it by those who 
consider that their interests are men- 
aced. 

The capitalists of the country hold Pres- 
ident. Roosevelt directly responsible for 
the agitation of the trust question which 
has brought this decision as One of.-its 
phases. They contend that if President 
Roosevelt had not appeared in the role of 
agitator, there would be none of the 
present unrest which, they argue, endan- 
gers the prosperity of the country.

While President Roosevelt is un- 
doubtedly very strong with the masses 
of his party, particularly in the west, the 
power of capita] in shaping republican ac- 
tion, as well as republican politics, must 
De recognized. Students of political con- 
ditions have considered the overthrow of 
Roosevelt by his party as among the pos- 
sibilities—the one thing necessary to such 
a result being some action on his part 
which would make the capitalists inside 
the republican party aggressively hos- 
tile to him instead of merely passiveyl 
s0, as they have for a long time been. 
It is certainly among the possibilities that 
this merger decision may prove the en- 
tering wedge to drive these two discordant 
elements permanently apart, and to split 
the party.

First Time a Ruler of France Has 
Visited the Colony Since Napo- 
leon III’s Time — Loubet 


Will Return in June 
To Receive Edward. 


Paris, April 12.—President Loubet, ac- 
eompanied by M. Fallieres, president of 
the senate: Foreign Minister Delcasse 
and M. Pellatan, the minister of marine, 
left Paris this evening for Marseilles on 
his way to Algeria. The president was 
warmly cheered, as accompanied by an 
escort of Curiassers, he drove across 
Paris from the Elysee palace to the Lyons 
railway station. Premier Combes and 
those ministers who do not accompany 
the president’ were present at the station 
to bid him farewell. After a short stay 
in Marseilles, where great fetes will be 
given in his honor, President Loubet wiil 
embark next Tuesday on the new Ware 
ship Jeanne d'Arc, and accompanied Pv 
M. Fallieres, Delcasse and Pellatan and 
escorted by the battleship Saint Lovis, 
wi!l proceed to Algiers, where a la: ge 
French fleet is assembled to receiv: him. 
Squadrons of British, Italian and Russiar 
warships also are now assembling at 


Algiers in his honor. ‘ 

The president will remain in Alge:ia*un- 
til April 26, visiting important points in 
the colony, both on the coast and in Lie 
interior.. It is expected that during his 
atay a meeting will be arranged with tie 
sultan of Morocco, the latter coming to 
some point in Algeria near the Moroccan 
frontier for that purpose. Everywhere 
throughout the colony splendid fetes are 
being organized in honor of President 
Loubet, this being the first time since 
Napoleon III’s visit that a ruler of «rance 
has visited Algeria. 

The French president will embark again 
on the warship Jeanne d’Arc for Tunis. 
He will land April 17, at La Golelw, the 
port of Tunis, where the bey of Tunis 
and all the high officials of the regency 
will be assembled to receive him, After 
spending three, days in visiting the vari- 
ous ports of Tunis, the president will 
embark at the naval port of Bizerta on 
the evening of April 29 for Marseilles. 
He will arrive in Paris in time to receive 
Edward VII on the arrival of the king 
of England here, 

Besides Ministers Delcasse and Pella- 
tan, M. Maurejoules, minisi:er of pub- 
lic works, will also be of the part,. He 
has gone in advance to meet the president 
at Algiers. A number of senators anu 
deputies wiil accompany the presidential 
party throughout the trip, being accom- 
modated during the trip across the 4iedi- 
terransan on board the battleship Sut 
Leuis.. Much political significance ts at- 
tached to the journey, as it is the fifst 
time that any president of the French 
republic has visited her African josses- 
sions, and it will be the first meeting on 
African soil between a French ruler and 
a North African sultan and the bey of 
Tunis. 

While. the international attention shown 
to President Loubet by the assemblage 
of a powerful foreign squadron in A)- 
gerian waters to salue him on his ar- 
rival is not without significance, the fact 
that the bey of Tunis will go to receive 
the president on his landing, an honor 
that the potentate never before has paid 
any royal visitor, already has made a 
powerful impression on the Tunisians, 
who consider this a complete’ acknowlecg- 
ment of French sovereignty.

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CENSORSHIP OF THE STAGE 


Austrian Premier’s Circular to Prov- 
incial Governors. 

Vienna, April 12.—Premier Koeber has 
issued an important circular to the pro- 
vincial governors, revising the rules reg- 
ulating the censorship of plays, which 
have been practically unchanged since 
1850. One of the most interesting pro- 
visions in the circular is the creation of 
censorship councils to which condemned 
plays must be referred. These councils 
will consist of three members, a govern- 
ment official, a legal official and an in- 
dependent member. The latter must be 
one especially- acquainted with’ dramatic 
affairs, such as a dramatist, critic or a 
literary man. As the majority in the 
councils will be government officials, 
there is little danger of any play dis- 
tasteful to the authorities receiving ap- 
-proval. The censors are forbidden to re- 
vise or alter plays. They’ may only sug- 
gest alterations to the authors. 


DATE SET FOR INSTITUTE 


Farmers Will Meet in Americus on 
on May 22. 


Americus, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—The 
farmers’ institute for this, the thirteenth 
senatorial district, will be held in Ameri- 
cus May 22, and will be the means of 
assembling here the representative plant- 
ers of Sumter, Macon and Schley coun- 
ties, as well as those of other nearby 
counties outside the district. 

Hon. Harvie Jordan, state director of 
farmers’ institutes, fixed the above date 
today and will preside at the session here.

} sary. The people everywhere greeted him

Lawyer Francisco Reyes, opposition 
candidate for governor of the state of 
Neuvo Leon, is here from Monterey ia 
consultation with political friends. He 
declar+s that he shall remain in this 
contest until it is terminated. Tae elec- 
toral committee of his party is prepari:g 
a manifesto to the people of that state 
and will take up the matter of the recent 
riot in Monterey. 

The peoplé imprisoned as being par- 
tisangs of Lawyer Reyes have been of- 
fered their liberty, but prefer remaining 
in prison to accepting the terms of the 
department. Friends of Governor Be-z- 
nardo Reyes state that neither he nor 
his party is responsible for the election 
troubles and that the governur was giv- 
ing due protection to his puvlitical op- 
ponents and that he is quite biameless 
for the regrettable o€currences. 

The California owners of oil wells near 
Tampico state that already the wells 
have yielded nearly 10,000 barrels of oii.

Jewish and Christian Festivals Fell 
on the Same Day and it 
Rained.

There were cele- 
brations of different events in the Jewish 
and Christian churches on the same day, 
and this was the first time it has oc- 
curred in eighty years. The Jewish cal- 
endar is founded on the lunar month, 
while the festival of Easter is a movable 
one according to the solar year. 

G. Saloshin, a well-known and long- 
time resident of Atlanta, in talking of the 
matter with members of his family sev- 
eral days ago, predicted that it would 
rain. The coincidence has been noted 
for many years back, and ac- 
cording to the history handed down, 
every time both feasts have fallen on 
the same day for the last four times at 
least it has rained. In accordance with 
Mr. Saloshin’s prediction the rain came. 
It rained early yesterday morning, and 
intermittently during the afternoon, 
sometimes in heavy showers. 

The feast of Passover began Saturday 
evening, and in accordance with custom 
there was a private domestic service in 
many homes on that evening known as 
the Seder service. Services were held 
in the Jewish temple yesterday morn- 
ing.

It is notable that although 
Lancashire is complaining of bad trade, 
the monthly reports show that the total 
shipments for the past three months 
were heavier than during the correspond- 
ing period of 1901 and 1902, including an 
increase of two million yards for the 
United States during March compared 
with the figures for 1902.

AMSTERDAM STRIKE AT AN END 


Stormy Meeting of Labor Organiza- 
tion Yesterday. 
Amsterdam, April 12.—The strike has 
collapsed. The aged socialist leader, Do- 
mela Niewvenhuis, who emerged from 
his retirement in order to run the strike 
agitation, was present at a stormy meet- 
ing of the labor organization which sat 
during the whole of last night and until 
half past 6 this morning. He proposed 
to terminate the agitation, since the 
cause of labor had been betrayed. The 
meeting acquiesced in this view and de- 
cided not to elect a new strike commit- 
tee. A similar decision was reached at a 
local meeting of strikers at Rotterdam.

With the Czarina He Goes to Moscow 
to Spend Easter. 

Moscow, April 12.—The czar and ezar- 
ina arrived Igre on Saturday to spend 
Easter. Their majesties had a simple. 
semi-state reception, which was in great 
contrast to the receptions of former 
years. Not a soldier was seen along the 
whole 2 miles of the route from the rail- 
way station to the Kremlin, and there 
were no signs of the usual precautions, 
A palm fair was in full swing and the 
streets were crowded. The czar had a 
thoroughly popular welcome. Afterwards 
the little princesses drove around, hug- 
ging the cheap dolls bought at the fair 
and arousing great enthusiasm.

Alonzo Monk, preached the Easter ser- 
mon’ from the text Matt xxviii:6. “ile ts 
not here for He is risen. Come, see the 
piace where the Lord lay.”’ 

“The many’ new facts and details of 
the crucifixion of our Lord, to lay em- 
phasis upon His death and prove more 
conclusively the supernatural power of 
His resurrection, are of unusual interest. 
These in subgtance were—‘That Jesus 
was hanged upon the cross for the space 
of three days; that cases had been 
known prior to this one in which men 
had been crucified in the regular way 
and by the requirements of the Roman 
law who had survived the terrible torture 
and recovered from their wounds and 
lived to die a natural death in later years; 
thatinthisspecial case iron-hearted Rome 
was going to be sure of the death of the 
victim and the soldiers who were to per- 
form the execution were doubly charged 
to see to it beyond all peradventure that 
He was dead; that in addition to the 
crucifixion of three days’ duration, to be 
more sure, there was the spear thrust 
in the side from which came both water 
and blood, indicating that the pericardium 
was pierced and that life in that body 
was certainly extinct, and in addition to 
that the soldiers took billets and broke 
poth the legs of the Savior’s body against 
the beams of the cross; that the pierced, 
broken, mangled body certified by the 
soldiers satisfied them that His PSesur- 
rection, that He had foretold, was im- 
possible.’ 

“That some of these details are omitted 
from Holy Writ does not iessen the valug 
of them, because when al) such conditlviis 
were fulfilled the resurrection tha: did 
come was all the more wonderful. That 
never before in the world’s history had 
any one been raised from the dead—no 
lifeless body had ever been endowed 
with life again. That Jesus wert to H's 
tomb followed by broken-hearted men 
and disciples, who believed their Master 
aead, 

‘The third morning found the women 
on their way with balm and spices tu 
embalm the dead body of the dead Lord. 
Their act and its purpose shows their 
full belief in the impossibility of the 
resurrection.

Should the disciples have removed the 
body they would never have been able to 
secrete it or avoid the law that would 
have punished them for breaking the 
Roman seal that protected the body. 
No one would have Known better than 
they that the resurrection was not true. 
They who died preaching the doctrine of 
the resurrection could not have shown 
the joy and the courage of their ministry 
when they had the lie hid in their hearts.

EASTER SUNDAY AT VATICAN 


Pope Present at Private Mass, but 
Did Not Officiate. 

Rome, April 12.—Easter Sunday here 
was marked by magnificent weather. A 
private mass was held at the vatican 
with a few selected guests. The pontiff 
Was present, but for the first time in his 
pontificate he did not officiate personai- 
ly. This circumstance has given rise to 
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During the Easter service at Grace 
Methodist church yesterday morning the 
sum of $1,700 was raised by special col- 
lection. Of this amount $600 is to be 
devoted to the support of Rev. Benjamin 
F. Gilbert, a Cuban missionary, who is 
being supported by the church, and the 
remainder is converted to the regular 
church assessment. The collection is still 
open and it may reach $2,000 before the 
end of the conference year. 

Rev. John S. Jenkins, the pastor, oc- 
cupied the pulpit at the morning service 
and preached on the subject, ‘‘The Resur- 
rection.’” The church -was beautifully 
decorated for the occasion. Special 
Easter music, rendered by the choir, was 
a feature of the service. A large con- 
gregation was present. 

An Epworth League missionary service 
was held at 7 o’clock at night and was 
led by Miss Jennie Armstrong. 

At the regular night service at 8 o’clock 
an Easter programme was: rendered by 
the juvenile department of the Sunday 
school. Rev. Mr. Jenkins delivered an 
address on the subject, ‘“‘Cuba.” 
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Easter services were heid yesterday in 
the Episcopal cathedral, corner Hunter 
and "Washington streets. Communion 
service was held at 7 and 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

Sunday school was held at 9:30. 

At 11 o’clock there was rgorning prayer, 
followed by the sermon by Bishop Nel- 
son and the holy communion. The text 
was from I Corinthians xv, 17: “And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith {fs vain.” 

The sermon was very forceful and was 
enjoyed by a large and appreciative con- 
gregation. The fact that Christ's resur- 
rection is typical of eternal life was 
set forth and emphasized. The bishop 
said that resurrection is the cardinal doc- 
trine of Christ’s teaching—a resurrection 
not from death alone,: but from death 
unto life eterral. He further stated that 
the resurrection of our Savior distin- 
guishes Him from all other teachers and 
philosophers, and that His moral nature, 
coupled with His resurrection, places Him 
infinitely higher than all the rest. An 
earnest appeal was made to the people 
to cease “seeking the living among the 
dead,”’» but to “seek the living among the 
living,” »that is the resurrection through 
Christ. 

At 4 o’clock p. m. occurred the chil- 
dren’s missionary rally of all the Sun- 
day schools of the Episcopal churches 
in Atlanta. This was a united children’s 
service, at which the choirs of the cathe- 
dral and St. Luke took part, and the 
Sunday schools of the cathedral, St. Luke, 
the Incarnation and the city missions, 
embracing those of the Ephiphany, Christ 
chapel, Decatur, the Holy Comforter and 
St. Timothy participated. The purpose 
of the rally was to arrange for doing 
missionary work in and near Atlanta 
during the next year. Addresses were 
made by Mr. Hills, assistant rector of 
St. Luke; Mr. Ottman, rector Church 
of the Incarnation, and by Bishop Nel- 
son. 

The special Easter music 
impressive and the floral 
were tasteful and pleasing. 
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|} Interesting Easter services were held 
yesterday at the First Methodist church. 

At 10 o'clock In the morning Rev. Fitz- 
gerald 8S. Parker, of Crowley, La., 
preached a special sermon to children.
